thi 3d, made a strong brilliant silver 
speech, and convicted the President of 
copying in his mesiags the views and 
exact words of Cernasohi on silver. He 
made a powerful showing that the silver 
dollar is constitutional mojfy and 
•bowed clearly that the purchasing 
power ol silver had not depreciated. A 
good point -waa Ihat the present gold 
supply cam* from th< filter mines, and 
th» matali being in Ui* same tostrix the 
stoppage of silver milling would mean 
the stoppage of th« gold supply. He 
made a happy sneer at the fact that a 
Government which coined silver at a 
profile! $4,000,000 annually should t'till 
complain of the ezpenaes of providing 
Tault room 
for silver; charged tb» 


Treasury with .secretly violating the law 
in closing th« Careon Mint, which last 
year yielded a net profit of $7,147 to the 
Government. 
Answering the charge 


that silver would divert gold away, 
Woodbnrn showed the amount accumu- 
lated in foreign gold for the past eleven 
yean was over $178,090,000. Last year 
the gold imported was over $20,000,000. 
By exact figures Wood'ourn showed that 
England on ever; canoe of American sil- 
»er purchased cleared a profit of twenty- 
fire per cent by coining and sending to 
India. The present law makes the 
Treasury Department a mere broker'! 
office, robbing the miner and giving 
England an opportunity to fix the rates 
for our silTer. He said ol England, if 
history gpeake aught she baa never let 
slip an opportunity to trample upon 
American liberty, yet on the question of 
trade and finance, a fancied relationship 
seems to stifle the voice ol history and 
color American legislation for her benefit 
at the expense of American industry. 
Woodborn showed the present yield ol 
silver was gradually lesnening. There 
waa no prospect of an increased supply 
•nd our product was not sufficient le»> 
the amonnu nsed in the arts to meet 
with the requirements of Ibe Bland 
law. He showed thut no nation possesses 
a surplus of silver to be shipped bure. 
The close was a splendid tribute to 
mining and a beautiful pictnm of its 
work, in which he said that th« feet of 
Progress and Civilization in the Wtfct 
have always been sandled by silver. He

have won* snbtf.antial victory in Con; 
pets. The defeat of the tree coinage 
bJlleannot U considered (be defeat of 
tbe silver programme. When Congress 
met the only silver qnntion was if the 
present coinage art should be repealed. 
Ibe President and tbe Secretary of tbe 
Treaiury urged its repeal. 
Almost 


every Beit en peper of note sustained 
the policy marked out by tbe President 
and his Secretary. Wall street declared, 
in so many words, that an advocate of 
continued silver coinage was an advocate 
of the payment ol debts in an 80-ceut 
dollar. The House declared, by a three- 
fourths vote, that the coinage bill shall 
continue in operation. 
Tbe House was 


not prepared to vote for free coinage, 
but there is much reason to believe that 
if the issue bad been trade between free 
coinage and no ceinage, the former 
would have won. In other parts of the 
werld the Silver question is just begin- 
ning to be agitated. Tbe Japan Mail 
says that the Indian papere are full of 
Ibe silver question. They bave come 
to understand that their products are 
being cheapened in the markets of the 
world by the cheapening of silver. The 
fall of • farthing in the gold price of a 
silver rupee means an addition of nearly 
a quarter of a million to the sixteen 
millions sterling India has to pay an- 
nually in London. Tbe principal of tbe 
Indian debt is increased by about six 
millions by this farthing's fall of silver 
in relation to gold. The Mail adds: 
"Such * fact is enough to startle finan- 
ciers." Tbe fact that a set of men call- 
ing themselves financiers can temporar- 
ily establish a financial policy that pro- 
duces such results is enough to startle 
the world. It is a process of obtaining 
something for nothing which cannot 
well be sanctioned while we punish men 
who do the same thing by other process-
